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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Species C, drawn to Figure 6, and 
Species AA, drawn to Figure 2, in the reply filed on 08/27/2007 is acknowledged. 

2. Currently no claims are withdrawn, based on the Election of Species requirement 
mailed 05/29/2007, from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 08/27/2007. 

3. The Examiner notes claims 13-20 remain withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

4. The Examiner notes the nonelected Species from Sets 1 and 2 include Species 
A, C, D, BB, and CC, drawn to Figures 1, 3, 4, 5, and 7 respectively. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: the positive 
recitation of "wherein the coil include an outer coating" in line 10 appears to contain a 
typographical and/or grammatical error. The Examiner notes it appears Applicant 
intended it to recite "wherein the coil includes an outer coating". Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-12, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Sharrow (US 2004/0167438 A1). 

8. For claims 1-12, 21, and 22, Sharrow discloses a method for manufacturing an 
intracorporeal medical device (10), comprising the steps of: 

• providing an elongate core member (14) having a proximal region (16) and a 
distal region (18) (paragraphs 16-28) (as best seen in Figure 2); 

• distally and/or proximally disposing a smooth thermoplastic polymer jacket (20) 
over said core (paragraphs 29-31) (as best seen in Figure 2), the jacket having a 
substantially smooth outer surface (paragraphs 29-31); 

• winding in tension a coil (12) including fluorocarbon materials on the outside of 
said jacket (paragraphs 32-39), wherein the coil includes an outer fluorocarbon- 
containing coating (paragraphs 32-39); 

• heating said jacket so that the coil tension is relieved and the outer surface of the 
jacket wicks between the adjacent windings of the coil (paragraphs 36-38), 
providing an outer surface of the jacket relative to the coil that has desirable 
flexibility characteristics (paragraphs 2, 3, and 37); and 

• disposing a covering (22) over said jacket/coil member (paragraph 41). 
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Response to Arguments 


9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12 and 21-22 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
